DURING THE FINAL WEEKS 
OF THE TUNISIAN campaign, 
Particularly after the outcome 
could be definitely forescen, major 
staffs were busy planning our 
next campaign.

How~- 
ever, Admiral Cunninghom, in 
particular, agreed with me’ that 
the place could be taken at slight 
cost. We based our conviction 
upon the assumption that most 
Italiana had had a stomachful of 
fighting and were looking for any 
good excuse to quit. We bellev- 
ed that if the istand were sub- 
jected for several days and nights 
to an intensive air bombardment, 
denying the garrison any chance 
for sleep or rest, the assault, if 
supported heavily. by naval gun- 
fire, would be rolatively casy. 
The garrison might even surren- 
der beforehand. Coe : 

We preceeded on this assump- 
tlon, since our alr force had now 
Krown to the point where a bom 
bardment of the kind contemplat- 
ed could be readily cartied..out.

This prompted me to ask, “Are 
there no floating mines about?" 
His answer was, “Oh yes, but at 
thisspecd:the bow wave will 
throw them away from the ship. 
It would be just bad lucie if we 
should strike one.” . .
